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STRATEGY ON THE WESTERN FRONT. 

The Strategy on the Western Front (1914-1918), by 
Herbert Howland Sargent (A. C. McClurg and Co.: 
Chicago). The author, who is a lieutenant colonel in 
the Army, has written several other excellent books on 
military subjects. The present work includes chapters on 
Germany’s first, second and third great mistakes, her 
great thrusts, Foch’s counter-offensive, the fight for the 
Hindenburg line, Allied victories in the East, Germany’s 
scheme for world domination, Ludendorff’s great retreat, 
an appendix containing a fourth memorandum on the 
strategy of the war and another on why the Salonica 
army was powerless, a bibliography and an index. An- 
swering his own question, to what did Foch owe his suc- 
cess in breaking the Hindenburg line, Colonel Sargent 
asserts that it was due to several causes, first of which 
was the superior morale of his troops, by tank attacks, 
by taking advantage of the strategy of the situation to 
attack the Germans in the rear in such direction as to 
threaten their communications, by bringing up a prg- 
ponderating force against the enemy on every battle 
front, by continuing to maintain the offensive after he 
had assumed it in his great counter-attack of July 18, 
1918, and by hard blows and terrific fighting all along 
the line. Colonel Sargent asserts that without tanks the 
Hindenburg line would probably never have been taken. 
He adds: “There were in this war many surprising 
things relating to weapons of combat, but there was none, 
perhaps, more surprising than that the deciding factor 
in this great battle was the tank, an implement of de- 
struction which no man ever had dreamed of prior to the 
war, and which was not developed until long after the 
war’s beginning nor perfected until just a few months 
before its close.” In referring to Ludendorff’s great re- 
treat, he says that no sooner had the first break-through 
of the Hindenburg line been made by the Americans on 
the Meuse-Argonne front than Ludendorff saw his great 
peril, and that unless this thrust could be stopped immedi- 
ately he must begin the withdrawal of his armies from 
Northern France and Belgium, but he was unsuccessful 
in his effort to stop it completely and so decided to with- 
draw to the line of the Meuse. Continuing, he says that 
had the armistice not been signed when it was no great 
debacle would have overtaken the German army in the 
next few weeks or months as a result of the strategical 
situation on the western front. It was the break in the 
Balkans which exposed Germany to attack from the 
south and threatened the communications of her great 
army and cut off a large part of her remaining sources of 
supply, that urged her to yield. The war, he declares, 
could have been won by the Allies in a far shorter period 
than was the case if during the first three years they 
had not made blunder after blunder. The book is dedi- 
cated to the late Lieut. Col. Daniel C. Pearson, U.S.A. 
Credit is given for suggestions and criticisms to Lieut. 
R. H. Fuller, National Army, who was one of his as- 
‘sistants while he was on duty in the War Plans Division, 
G.S., at the Army War College in 1918.

OrpERS, DECORATIONS AND INSIGNIA. 

Orders, Decorations and Insignia, Military and Civil, 
with the History and Romance of Their Origin and a 
Full Description of Each, by Robert E. Wyllie (G. P. 
Putnam’s Sons: New York). Colonel Wyllie, who is on 
duty with the General Staff, U.S.A., has given us one 
of the most complete and informative works on the sub- 
ject of American and foreign military decorations that 
has yet appeared. As Major Gen. Peyton C. March, 
U.S.A., says in a foreword: “Colonel Wyllie’s book, 
Orders, Decorations and Insignia, covers the field indi- 
cated by its title very completely, and it will be of in- 
terest not only to wearers of decorations but as a book 
of reference to people of other countries as well as to 
Americans.” The book includes the subjects of the his- 
tory and development of medals and decorations, military 
orders, nomenclature, classification and method of wear- 
ing decorations and medals; American decorations, Amer- 
ican Service medals and badges, and also those of Great 
Britain, France, Belgium, Monaco, Portugal, Italy, East- 
ern Europe, Asia and America; decoration of the colors, 
shoulder insignia, insignia of rank and insignia and dis- 
tinctive colors of the arm of the Service. The illustra- 
tions include those of the Allied generals at Metz; cer- 
tificates presented to wounded men by the governments 
of the United States and France; of U.S. naval officers 
decorated with the Legion of Honor; of stars of the vari- 
ous orders of Great Britain, France, Italy, Belgium and 
Japan, medals (in colors) ‘of the U.S. Army and Navy, 
and of foreign medals and badges with their accompany- 
ing ribbons, the shoulder insignia (also in colors), of the 
U.S. Army, the insignia of the arm of service of the 
Army, the regimental color of the 9th U.S. Infantry, the 
Coldstream Guards of the British army and the decor- 
ated cravate of a French regimental color, together with 
the designations of units assigned to divisions of the 
U.S. Army. In referring to the Army order issued by 
Gen. George Washington from his headquarters at New- 
burgh, N.Y., on Aug. 7, 1782, directing that whenever an 
act of unusual gallantry, extraordinary fidelity or essen- 
tial service in any way is performed “the author shall 
be permitted to wear on his facings, over his left breast, 
the figure of a heart, in purple cloth or silk, edged with 
narrow lace or binding,” Colonel Wyllie says “this was 
our first decoration, and, so far as the writer has been 
able to discover, it was the first in history which had a 
general application to enlisted men. Special medals had 
been given them before, also commemorative medals, 
as we have already seen, but until then no decoration 
had been established to which the private soldier could 
look forward as a reward for special merit.” He adds: 





“There is no data now available to tell just how many 
men received the purple heart, nor for how long the dec- 
oration existed; apparently, it was never abolished by 
order but merely fell into disuse and oblivion; certainly 
by time of our next war, a generation later, it was for- 
gotten, not only the decoration itself, but even the mo- 
tives which inspired it, as we returned to the idea of re-

History oF THE 361stT INFANTRY REGIMENT. 

Six Hundred Days’ Service; a History of the 361st 
Infantry Regiment, U.S.A., by the editorial board of the 
regiment (Jacob Kanzler, Portland, Ore.). Dedicated 
to Col. William D. Davis, first commanding officer of the 
organization, who was killed in action at Audenarde, 


Belgium, on Nov. 1, 1918, and in memory of whom Fort 
William D. Davis, C.Z., has been named, the history of 
this efficient regiment, one of the best in the 91st Divi- 
sion, is told in a very complete and interesting way. The 
organization of the regiment at Camp Lewis in Sep- 
tember, 1917, its training there, its departure for over- 
seas in June, 1918, and its participation in the St. Mihiel 
drive, operations in the Argonne, the first and second 
phases of the Meuse-Argonne offensives, in operations in 
Belgium and the return to Camp Lewis and demobiliza- 
tion are vividly described. There are roster summaries 
of the officers and enlisted personnel. A list of the casu- 
alties shows that ten officers were killed and forty-five 
wounded and 330 men killed and 1,049 wounded in 
action. One Congressional Medal of Honor was awarded 
to Major O. F. Miller, one D.S.M., thirty-four D.S.C.’s, 
forty-five French and twenty-three Belgian Croix de 
Guerre, seven U.S. Army citations were given and 195 
divisional citations, with star, and five regimental cita- 
tions. There are a number of photographs and maps, 
among the former those of Colonel Davis and Major 
Miller, the latter having been killed in action on Sept. 
28, 1918. 





Facts ABOUT THE AMERICAN FLAG. 

Information which was partly collected by Major 
Louis B. Runk, 0.0.R.C., who was in the Army at that 
time, during an inspection visit to Watervliet Arsenal, 
N.Y., for a Flag Day address to be delivered at Troy 
and which was rewritten and augmented before its de- 
livery again at a meeting of the Pennsylvania So- 
ciety of the Order of the Founders and Patriots of 
America in Philadelphia, has been put into booklet form 
by that organization. The history of the American flag is 
givén in an interesting manner, being accompanied by col- 
ored plates of the flag, from the first, that of the Conti- 
nental Navy, then the flag of the floating batteries and 
of General Washington’s cruisers, the grand union or 
Cambridge flag, the first Navy jack, the Colonial flag of 
Rhode Island, the first national flag of the U.S.A., the 
flag of May 1, 1795, known as the Fort McHenry flag; 
and lastly the flag of July 4, 1818. The etiquette of 
the flag, including the honors and form of respect which 
must be paid the national colors, are also set forth. The 
author acknowledges his indebtedness to Major C. G. 
Mettler, U.S.A., and to others for data and other assist- 
ance given in the preparation of the work and expresses 
the hope that its publication “will aid in the work of 
Americanization, now so vitally needed.” 
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1920 Year Boox or Camp Sims. 

The 1920 Year Book of Camp Sims, “the national 
nautical school for the boys of America,” located on 
Prudence Island, Narragansett Bay, R.I., has just been 
issued and is a most creditable and interesting publica- 
tion. Named after Rear Admiral William S. Sims, U.S. 
N., it has in every way lived up to the name of that dis- 
tinguished officer. Pictorially and in descr’ptive form 
the activities of the camp during the 1920 tour are set 
forth in a way which holds the attention, The season 
opens each year on June 15, drill and instruction last- 
ing until September. Cadets of the ages of from four- 
teen to eighteen, whose applications have been favorably 
passed upon, are received, the camp being sustained by 
funds and scholarship subscriptions supplied by indi- 
viduals and firms interested in its success. The capacity 
of the camp is limited to 300. There is no charge 
to the cadets for quarters, food or tuition. The main 
purpose of the camp is to interest boys in the sea, and 
in addition to the opportunities presented of an ordinary 
boy’s summer camp it offers a special training for either 
the Navy or merchant marine, which is intended to give 
a boy a chance to find out for himself whether he has 
any special leanings in either of those directions. Ad- 
miral Sims is greatly interested in the work of the camp 
and visited it on several occasions in 1920. —

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ARMY AND NAvy CLUB OF AMERICA. 

The Army and Navy Club of America, which has 
secured the building at 112 West 59th street, New York 
city, formerly occupied by the German Club, will dedi- 
cate it as a memorial to the officers who were killed in 
the World War. The building is six stories in height 


and contains a spacious ballroom, dining room, kitchen, 
library, reading rooms, bowling alley, a billiard room and 
suites of bedrooms. A number of improvements are to 
be made in the building. The purchase price, it is stated, 
was $600,000. A memorial fund has been started not only 
to provide the cash payment on the building, but also 
to free and clear it from mortgages and eventually to 
add three more floors of bedrooms to the clubhouse. It 
is designed to make the clubhouse a national memorial, 
and to make this building the center of all patriotic move- 
ments. Many prominent officers of the Regular ser- 
vices and temporary service are on the Board of Gov- 
ernors, and it is planned to make that body even more 
representative. Subscriptions for the memorial fund are 
being solicited and officers are urged to help increase the 
membership of the elub. The officers of the club, which 
has its headquarters at present at 18 Gramercy park, 
New York city, are: President, Col. W. J. Nich- 
olson, U.S.A.; vice president, Brig. Gen. O. B. Bridg- 
man; secretary, Capt. Theodore Farrelly; treasurer, 
Capt. W. B. Franklin, late U\S.N. The new clubhouse 
is magnificent in its proportions and equipmeat and 
will provide a place where American and foreign officers 


can be properly entertained and where large and impor- 
tant patriotic dinners can be held.

GERMAN VIEW ON SUBMARINES. 

Admiral Reinhardt von Scheer, formerly commander 
of the German High Sea Fleet, believes that the sub- 
marine is destined to be the principal war vessel in future 
sea actions. In a recent article in Die Woche of Berlin 
he expresses the view that the value of the purely sur- 
face warship will decline as the submersible develops. 
Surface ships, he says, have reached the apex of their 
perfection and cost so much that their preservation is a 
consideration of greater importance than their use, as 
evidenced in the late war. Admiral von Scheer attempts 
to show that the German submarine campaign would 
have been successful in winning the war if Germany at 
the beginning had possessed an efficient submarine fleet. 
He says the results of the Marne fighting prevented Ger- 
many from giving attention to developments of a rudi- 
mentary submarine system, which was too slow in: get- 
ting into action.

Socrery oF Q.M. Orricers IN TEXAS ORGANIZED. 

Organization of the Texas Chapter of the Society of 
Quartermaster Officers was completed at Fort Sam 
Houston on March 13, the meeting taking place at the 
headquarters of the 8th Corps Area. The following offi- 
cers were elected: Lieut. Col. William Elliott, presi- 
dent; Lieut. Col. Ernest L. Agnew, first vice president ; 
Major Frederick Gilbreath, second vice president; Capt. 
Wallace A. Trumbull, secretary; Capt. L. H. Palmer, 
treasurer. The chapter was organized several months 
ago and a charter obtained, but further plans were post- 
poned until the election of officers took place. 
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ARMY TO COMPLETE VicTORY MEDAL ISSUE. 

To complete the issue of the Victory Medal granted by 
the United States Government to American participants 
in the World War a group of officers and field clerks 
have been detailed by the War Department to devote 
their entire energies toward stimulating interest in these 
awards and facilitating their distribution. The officers, 
twenty-four in number, have been selected from the Gen- 
eral Recruiting Service of the Army, which has been 
temporarily discontinued. Col. Charles H. Martin, U.S. 
A., recently in charge of recruiting, will direct the work 
of the selected Victory Medal officers. Under Colonel 
Martin’s supervision the country has been divided into 
six Victory Medal regions, each in charge of an officer 
who gained familiarity with his region during the recent 
recruiting campaigns. ‘To each of these regional directors 
a number of officers and field clerks have been assigned 
and this organization will endeavor to cover the entire 
country with the assistance of National Guard inspec- 
tor- -instructors and officers detailed to R.O.T.C. units. 
“Despite the efforts which were made by the Army Re- 
cruiting Service to issue the Victory Medal and not- 
withstanding the hearty co-operation of the American 
Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars, and other patriotic 
societies, the distribution of this award is far from com- 
pletion,” said Colonel Martin. “While it is estimated 
that more than 4,000,000 persons are entitled to the Vic- 
tory Medal, the total number thus far issued is less than 
1,500,000. The War Department has studied this ques- 
tion and serious efforts have been made to facilitate the 
issue of these awards and to remove every possible re- 
striction consistent with a proper valuation of the spirit 
and meaning of the medal. It would be a grave mistake 
for the War Department to make it possible for unscru- 
pulous persons to receive these medals, and it is neces- 
sary that the military authorities be morally certain 
that they are given only to those who are entitled to 
them. This determination has necessitated certain basic 
regulations which cannot, in justice to the 4,000,000 vet- 
erans, be waived.” In connection with the activities of 
The Adjutant General’s office relative to hastening the 
distribution of these medals the churches throughout the 
United States have been enlisted in spreading informa- 
tion with the hope that they will aid materially in com- 
pleting the distribution. Upwards of 120,000 churches 
on the list of the Federal Council of Churches will be en- 
listed in the campaign and it is understood that all the 
Catholic churches will also lend their assistance. In- 
formation will thus be spread broadcast.

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CountTING Service TowArRDS RETIREMENT. 

In the case of a man who enlisted in the Army in 
1898 when twenty-five years old and served continu- 
ously until commissioned as a first lieutenant, Sanitary 
Corps, Sept. 11, 1917, at the age of forty-four years; 
discharged Nov. 30, 1920, for the purpose of accepting 
a commission as captain, Medical Administrative Corps, 
which he accepted Dec. 1, 1920, when forty-eight years 
old, and was not allowed travel pay and bonus on dis- 
charge—this man claims that the officer is entitled to 
retirement with seventy-five per cent. of his pay and al- 
lowances under Revised Statutes 1243, 1245, 1247, -hav- 
ing been less than forty-five years old at date of original 
entry into the Service, the fact of disallowance of travel 
pay and bonus clearly indicating service being considered 
to be continuous. The J.A.G. in an opinion states: It ap- 
pears that this man is more than forty-five years old, 
having been appointed in the Regular Army under Sec. 
10 of the National Defense act as amended by Sec. 10, 
act of June 4, 1920. Since neither his enlistment nor 
his appointment in the National Army can be considered 
as appointment under the act of June 4, 1920, his pay, 
when retired, will be as prescribed in Sec. 24 of that act.

CENTRIFUGAL GUN OF No MILITARY VALUE. 

After making exhaustive tests with the centrifugal 
gun at Aberdeen Proving Ground, Md., the Ordnance 
Department has come to the conclusion that indications 
do not point to the possibility of obtaining a centrifugal 
gun which will have any military value, by reason of 
the necessary weight and the apparent inability to obtain 
a sufficient initial velocity. The tests which have been 
conducted are believed to furnish a basis upon which it 
may be definitely stated that this type of weapon is not 
suitable for development to a point where it will have 
military value. It is considered as an interesting illus- 
tration of what may be done with centrifugal force, but 
limited by the nature of the mechanism required to the 
status of a laboratory demonstration. The above con- 
clusions bear out those of a similar nature made years 
ago, after trials of a centrifugal gun, when sanguine in- 
ventors were positive they had a gun that would revo- 
lutionize warfare. 








Avuto-LOADING RIFLE. 

In order to provide a means for judging the tactical 
possibilities of the auto-loading rifle of rather smaller 
caliber than the present service arm, provision has been 
made by the Ordnance Department to forward to Camp 
Benning, Ga., for test by the Infantry School, a number 


of Remington auto-loading rifles, caliber .25, modified by

which has been changed so as to fit on the righthand 
side of the rifle in such a position as not to interfere with 
either the safety or trigger finger. As a result of the 
tests which are to be held, it is hoped to obtain some 
definite data concerning the tactical advantages which 
may accrue from the use of such a type weapon.

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VACANCIES IN COMMISSIONED PERSONNEL, 
Army Had One Second Lieutenant on March 22. 


Promotions in the Army have moved so steadily that 
on March 22, according to information from The Ad- 
jutant General's Office, the line of the Army had only 
one second lieutenant. To the Infantry arm falls the 
distinction of keeping this grade from being a blank. On 
the same date there were 3,895 vacancies in the com- 
missioned personnel of the line, distributed by grades 
as follows: Colonel, 12; lieutenant colonel, 15; major, 
43: captain, 134; first lieutenant, 996; second lieutenant, 
2,693. There were 822 vacancies in the Medical Depart- 
ment and chaplains, so that the total vacancies were 
4,715 based on an authorized strength of 17,717. _The 
total commissioned strength on March 22 was 12,958, a 
decrease of thirty-four as compared with figures avail- 
able on Feb. 20, eleven of this number of separations 
being credited to fhe Medical Department. A compari- 
son relative to the changes, promotions and demotions 
due to non-confirmation have made in the various grades 
during the month, shows colonels minus 13, lieu- 
tenant colonels minus 15, majors plus 2, captains plus 
2,337, first lieutenants plus 718, and second lieutenants 
minus 1,603. .On March 22 the officers carried on the 
single list were: Lieutenant colonel, 659; major, 2,202; 
captain, 4,256; first lieutenant, 3,270; second lieuten- 
ant, one. : i 

The commissioned strength as of March 20, including 
the Philippine Scouts, was 13,471, composed of 12,958 
Regular Army officers, 221 retired officers on active 
duty, 152 Reserve officers on active duty, and 140 emer- 
geney officers undergoing physical reconstruction. 

Distribution of Commissioned Officers. 

The distribution of commissioned officers of .the line 
on Feb. 28, including officers detailed from other arms, 
shows an aggregate of 9,458, or 82.1 per cent. charged 
to arm in per cent. of the aggregate.

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EFFICIENCY REPorRTS AND CLASSIFICATION. 

There has been no change in the method of prepara- 
tion of efficiency reports on officers of the Regular Army, 
it is stated emphatically at the War Department. Rela- 
tive to efficiency reports, Par. 829, Army Regulations, 
as changed by C.A.R. No. 111, is still if force, sub- 
paragraph (b) stating: “In the case of each officer of 


the Army below the grade of brigadier general the effi- 
ciency report will be prepared by the officer's immedi-

ate military superior and forward to the next military - 


superior, . . . except that efficiency reports. rendered 
on Officer’s serving within the District of Columbia will 
be forwarded by the next military superior. directly to 
The Adjutant General of the Army.” As to classifica- 
tion of officers, Sec. II, G.O. No. 59, W.D., 1920, states : 
“4, By using the complete efficiency and other records 
of personnel on file in the Personnel Bureau of The 
Adjutant General's Office, chiefs of combatant arms will 
classify the Regular and Reserve commissioned person- 
nel of their arms according to the methods now.in use 
in the Operations Division, General Staff.” Officers 
charged with details in connection with classification in 
the Personnel Bureau of The A.G.O. are authority for 
the statement that there has been no recent change in 
the. method of classification and no criticism has come to 
their notice, and that the officers of the combatant arms 
detailed to staff duty appear to be content that they will 
receive just treatment while the classification is in the 
hands of the chiefs of their respective arms, and no offi- 
cer has, so far as known, suggested that his. classifica- 
tion be entrusted to the chief of the staff branch in 
which he may be detailed for duty. In view of the fact 
that there is more or less apprehension concerning the 
operation of the classification provisions. of the Army 
Zeorganization act of June 4, 1920, the War Depart- 
ment states that officers of the Regular Army should be 
cognizant of the regulations governing efficiency reports 
and classification, and rest assured that any changes in 
the regulations will be communicated to them through 
the channel immediately a change has been made. There 
has been no change as yet in the regulations governing 
the important matters bearing upon the fortunes of the 
officers of the Regular Army. In connection with the 
matter of efficiency reports the Secretary of War directed 


on March 26 that chiefs of services be informed that the 
question of amending Par. 829, A.R., will be taken up 
later when all proposed changes in the efficiency report 
(blank form 711, A.G.O.) will be considered. In order 
to meet the present situation The Adjutant General is 
authorized to discontinue calling on reporting officers for 
efficiency reports when the records show that the period 
that will be covered by such reports does not exceed 
ninety days, This applies to the 1920 reports only, 
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THE RESERVE OFFICERS. 
Officers’ Reserve Corps Strength. 





Iixeept for the month of December, 1920, when an in- 
was recorded, due to ¢@etion on applications .which 
had accrued during the period from June 16 to Oct. 4, 
when appointments were suspended, there has-been a 
steady decrease in the strength of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps since April, 1920. As a result of the July and 
October examinations approximately 800 Reserve officers 
were appointed in the Regular Army. The strength of 
the corps is now 65,630, which is 4,556 below the high 
mark, 70,186, reached in April, 1920. The decrease is 
attributed to the unavoidable delay in reorganization 
affecting the O.R.C. The fact that appropriations for 
training failed and that training camps will probably 
not be operated before 1922 has also been a factor in 
causing separations from the Reserve Corps. 


Appointments in Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

Pending the publication and distribution of regula- 
tions governing appointments in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, in disposing of applications now in The Adjutant 
General’s Office or hereafter reeeived for appointment Ss 
the O.R.C., the Secretary of War has directed the fol- 
lowing action: Delays and Gorrespondence relative to 
physical fitness for appointment of persons heretofore ia 
the military service will be avoided by assuming the 
physical fitness of all such-persons whose records do not 
indicate probable physical disqualification. In making 
appointments under this modification, a letter will ac- 
company the commission or tender of appointment in- 
forming the appointee that there is no recent report of 
his physical condition on file with his record and that 
appointment. is made subject to his being physically 
qualified for duty in the grade and section in which ap- 
pointed. The letter will also state that with acceptance 
of commission a certificate of physical fitness must be 
inclosed, and that if the appointee cannot sign such cer- 
tificate he should, im general, decline the appointment, 
stating in full the reasons for his declination: The letter 
will further state that in case the appointee is-in doubt 
as to physical qualifications he will, in lieu of the certifi- 
cate, furnish a report of physical examination. Appoint- 
ment of persons from whom a report of physical exam- 
ination has been requested but not received will be ex- 
pedited under these instructions. In view of the fact 
that every Reserve officer will be examined physically 
when placed on active duty, it is not deemed necessary 
to keep records of persons whose appointments are made 
under these instructions. 


Q.M.C. Wants More Reserve Officers. 

Major Gen. H. L. Rogers, Quartermaster General, 
U.S.A., is personally interested in the Quartermaster 
Section, O.R.C., and he is desirous that any emergency 
officers of the Q.M.C. who have previously declined ap- 
pointments in the Reserve Corps now make application 
for a commission. 
if all Q.M.C. Reserve officers who may know of any dis- 
charged emergency officers of the Q.M.C, who have not 
applied for a commission would lend every encourage- 
ment in influencing such officers to apply for a commis- 
sion in the Reserve Corps. It is possible that a date 
will be fixed beyond which service as emergency officers 
will not confer eligibility for appointment in the Re- 
serve Corps, and it is therefore desired to enroll as 
many as possible while such service is considered as the 
paramount requirement for appointment.

While the vacancies in the Bureau of Supplies and 


Accounts and the Judge Advocate General’s Office of 
the Navy probably will not be filled by Secretary of the 
Navy Denby in the immediate future, officers of the Navy 
are manifesting considerable interest in the probable 
selections. Line officers very naturally are hoping that 
the successor of Rear Admiral George R. Clark as Judge 
Advocate General will be appointed from the Tine offi- 
cers qualified to fill the office, holding that this would be 
fair since the line has the greater proportion of com- 
missioned officers.

We find that our pay is going back with every enlist- 
ment; changed from act of Congress May 18, 1920, to 
the Reorganization bill and further reductions are made 
to men of the Quartermaster Corps by taking away 
their rank. Soon we will say good-bye to our family al- 
lowance; for the Regular Army man can, according to 
Congress, support his family on his pay, while the out- 
sider who comes in for a few months .must have his 
family allowance. And now we will have to wear the 
wornout uniforms which were not good enovgh for the 
temporary men. Mr. Anthony raiséd the roof in Con- 
gress the other day because the War Department had 
ordered some chevrons which are chevrons and do give 
the distinction between ranks without using a micro- 
scope; and now they have to come off'and the old junk 
has to be put back again.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Rear Admiral David Kindelberger, Med. Corps, U.S. 
N., retired, who died in' his home at New York city, 
March 25, 1921, was present at many of the most im- 
portant engagements during the Civil War. He was 
born in Smithville, Ohio, Sept. 2, 1834, and was gradu- 
ated from Wittenberg College in 1857. He was appointed 
an assistant surgeon in the Navy in May, 1859, his first 
sea service being in the steam sloop Jacinto, on the coast 
of Africa, and he was later in the sloop Portsmouth of 
the same station. Early in the Civil War he was on 
duty at the navy yard, Philadelphia, and in February, 
1862, he was assigned to the steamer Miami, of the 
West Gulf Blockading Squadron, and was present at the 
passage of Forts Jackson and St. Philip, and capture of 
New Orleans. He subsequently served, among other 
duties, in the steam sloop Monongahela, of the North 
Atlantic and West Gulf Blockading Squadrons, 1864-5, 
and was in the actiens of Port Hudson, Donaldsonville, 
forts of Mobile Bay, and the actions with the Confed- 
erate ram Tennessee. While attached to the steamer 
De Soto, she came near being lost by the tidal waves 
during the great earthquake at St. Thomas in 1867. 
Admiral Kindelberger was in the Wachusett, of the Euro- 
pean Station, 1872-4, was fleet surgeon of the Asiatic 
Station, 1877-80, and of the Pacific Station in 1884. He 
was retired for age Sept. 2, 1896, and was made rear 
admiral on the retired list to date from June 29, 1906. 
He had performed a little over twelve years of sea ser- 
vice and nineteen years and five months’ shore duty. In 
1906 at Bergen. Norway, Admiral Kindelberger married 
Olivia Monsen Bishop, who survives him. 

The death of Rear Admiral George M. Book, U.S.N., 
retired, at his home at New Castle, Del., Jan. 22, 1921, 
was announced this week from the Navy Department. 
He was born in Pennsylvania May 25, 1845, and he 
was graduated from the U.S. Naval Academy in 1865, 
and was assigned to duty with the West Indian. Squad- 
ron. He served among other duties on the Asiatic Sta- 
tion and at various navy yards, and was retired March 8, 
1900, for disability incident to the service. He had per- 
formed sixteen years and six months’ sea service and 
eleven years and ten months’ shore duty. 

Col. Robert Cutts Williams, U.S.A., retired, who died 
suddenly at Houston, Texas, on March 15, 1921, was 
born in Washington in 1867, of an old and distinguished 
family, being the oldest son of Brig. Gen. Robert Wil- 
liams, a former adjutant general, and Mrs. Adele Cutts.

Lieut. William D. Coney, Air Ser., U.S.A., who on 
March 27 started from Pablo Beach, near Jacksonville 
Fla., on a return flight to the naval air station at 
North Island, near San Diego, Calif., crashed near Crows 
ville, in northeastern Louisiana, on the same day. le 
was removed to a hospital at Natchez, Miss., where it 
was found that his spine was broken, Complete paralys 
sis of his body from the chest down resulted, and he 
died on March 80. Lieutenant Coney made the flight 
from North Island to Pablo Beach, an aerial distance of 
2,079 miles, in 22 hours 27.minutes, arriving at Pablo 
Beach on Feb. 24. His machine had been thoroughly 
overhauled for the return flight, but when near Crow- 
ville the engine stopped and the machine crashed into 
a tree, Lieutenant Coney falling seventy-five feet to the 
ground. He was a resident of Brunswick, Ga., and was 
twenty-seven years old. He seryed on the Mexican 
border in 1916 and during the World War was an in- 
structor in the Air Service. 

Former Lieut. Calvin Esterly, Cav., U.S.A., class of 
1877, U.S.M.A., died at. Berkeley, Calif., March 18, 1921, 
aged sixty-eight. After graduation. he served..with the 
10th Cavalry at various posts in Texas, participating in 
several engagements with’ Mescalero Apaches in April, 
1880. He resigned from’ the Army June 30, 1883. He 
was superintendent of schools at Ottawa, Kas., and at 
El Paso, Texas, to. 1890; president of Los Angeles Uni- 
versity, Calif., to 1892; engaged in orange growing at 
Pomona to 1898; manager of Fisk Teachers’ Agencies to 
1907, and since thLen- manager: of- California ‘Teachers’ 
Agencies, San Francisco. He was inspector of supplies 
for the Commissary Department, U.S.A., at San Fran- 
cisco, 1898 to 1908, and he tendered his services.to the 
War Department on April 9, 1917. He is survived by 
a widow and five children. 

The remains of 1st Lieut. Douglass Tilford Cameron, 
late U.S. Army, were laid at rest in Arlington Cemetery, 
Washington, March 25, 1921, in the lot of his grand- 
father, Brig. Gen. Joseph G. Tilford, U.S.A. _ Besides 
his father and mother, Col. and Mrs. George H. Cam- 
eron, and his uncle, Lieut. Col. J. D. Tilford, there were 
present many friends of the family and the Chief of 
Cavalry with his entire office staff. At the outbreak of 
the World War Lieutenant Cameron was commissioned 
a first lientenant in the headquarters troop of the 27th 
(New York) Division. In France he took the Field Ay- 
tillery course at Saumur and after graduating was as- 
signed to the 7th Field Artillery of the 1st Division. 
On Noy. 3, 1918, near Nouart in the Argonne, while 
with a group of battery officers bending over a map 
studying the details of a new position, an enemy shell 
burst in their midst, instantly killing Lieutenant Cam- 
eron and the second lieutenant, and seriously wounding 
the captain. Lieutenant Cameron was cited in the orders 
of his brigade and later recommended for the D.S.C. as 
follows: “Displayed unusual courage and devotion to 
duty during the Argonne-Meuse offensive, Oct. 10 to 
Novy. 3, 1918, as executive officer and battery commander. 
His utter disregard of personal danger was an inspira- 
tion to his men and contributed to their effectiveness. By 
his rapid calculation of data and accurate firing, he 
rendered excellent support to the attacking Infantry. 
Killed while laying his guns on Nov. 3, 1918.” 

Ensign Frank McGlothlen, who died at the naval hos- 
pital, Fort Lyon, Colo., March 9, 1921, was born in 
Iowa June 2, 1891, and was appointed a temporary en- 
sign Dee.

Pay Increase Advocated for Retired List. 

At a meeting of Corpl. Harold W. Roberts Post, Vet-

Model 1920, which is under construction at 
Arsenal and probably will be completed some time in 
1921. It will be given a test at Camp Eustis, Va., to 


determine what, if any, improvements are needed, which 
may serve as a guide in further building of this type of 
gun. It i mtemplated furnishing the Coast Artillery 
Corps a number of 14-inch guns on railway mounts with 
ranges as high as 40,000 yards or more, intended for fir- 
ing both at raval and Jand targets. 

Health of the Troops. 

Current statistics for the week ending March 18 com- 
piled from reports received in the office of the Surgeon 
General of the Army show that for the troops in the 
United States the annual ratios per 1,000 of admissions 
for all causes was 90647 and for disease only 810.15. 
For deaths for all causes the figure was 6.56 and for 
disease only 3.41. The non-effective rate per 1,000 on the 
day of report was 44.64. A report from the American 
Forces in Germany dated March 8 shows that the annual 
ratio per 1,000 of admissions for all causes was 688.72 
and for disease only 603.81. The non-effective rate per 
1,000 on the day of the repart was 35.20. 

Change in Sanitary Inspections. 

The War Department has rescinded Sec. II, G.O. No. 

It is stated it is contemplated that 
sanitary inspections directed in that order shall be con- 
ducted in compliance with Par.

Air Service Bomb Accidents. 

To guard against accidents which evidentiy have oc- 
curred in connection with bomb-dropping practice con- 
ducted by the Army Air Service, commanding officers of 
Air Service activities have been warned by the Chief of 
Air Service to take every precaution for the prevention 
of accidents. It is stated that bomb releases frequently 
fail to function at the right time and as a result bombs 
often remain partially attached to the airplane after re- 
leases have been pulled.

Dutres oF ARMY WARRANT OFFICERS. 

In further explanation concerning the duties of war 
rant officers, which are enumerated in G.O. No. 65, W.D., 
1920, and G.O. No. 6, W.D., 1921, the War Department 
has directed the attention of all concerned to the follow- 
ing digest of an approved opinion of the J.A.G. dated 
Feb. 19, 1921: Since a warrant officer is not a commis- 
sioned officer he cannot, under the law, or the custom of 
the Service, be detailed as summary court officer, trial] 
judge advocate, or a court-martial officer detailed to in- 
vestigate charges against enlisted men, or defense coun- 
sel. A warrant officer may not properly be assigned ag 
officer of the day, assistant adjutant, post exchange offi- 
cer, surveying officer, athletic officer and education and 
recreation officer. A warrant officer may prefer charges 
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against an enlisted man. Except as provided for in G.O. 
No. 6, W.D., 1921, warrant officers will not be assigned 
to duties heretofore assigned only to commissioned ofli- 
gers, except by authority of the War Department.

Finance Accountinea Time Lamirep, 

§$.J, Res. No, 64, 66th Congress, approved March 8, 
which declared that certain acts of Congress, joint res0- 
Jutions and proclamations shall be construed as if the 
war had ended on that date, curtails the time the Finance 
Department was allowed for examining and auditing 
field Finance officers’ accounts from ninety to sixty days. 
Owing to the fact that the Chief of Finance’s office is 
already pressed for time to make the necessary records, 
ete., of such accounts as they are sent in from Finance 
officers. it has become necessary to make some shifts of 
clerical personnel duties within the office to meet the 
time limit of sixty days. Through a regulation disburs- 
ing officcrs in the field have been allowed twenty days as 
a maximum after the end of the month to prepare and 
forward to the Chief of Finance a report of their dis- 
bursements, but it is expected that the Secretary of the 
Treasury will make a ruling limiting this to ten days.

, i Except as indicated regarding A.F. in G., all “emergency” 
organizations will be demobilized, and enlisted personnel trans- 
ferred. ‘The authorization heretofore made for the Hars., A.F. 
in Germany, and Prov. Mil. Police Co. in Germany, will con- 
tinue in effect under Sec. 3, 4b and 4c of National Defense act 
as amended by act of June 4, 1920. 

8. Number of N.C.O. on July 8, 1921, must not exceed 
number authorized by act of June 4, 1920, except that N.C.O.

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TESTS OF SEMI-AUTOMATIC SHOULDER RIFLE. 

The United States War Department is interested in se- 
curing a:satisfactorily developed semi-automatic shoulder 
rifle. The general requirements of such’an arm are as 
follows: The rifle must be of a self-loading type, adapted 
to function with cartridges not less than .25 caliber or 
greater than .30 caliber, of good military characteristics, 
and preferably to fire the U.S. cartridge, caliber .30, 
model 1906. It must be simple and rugged in construc- 
tion and easy. of. manufacture. It should require but 
little more attention than the regular service rifle when 
placed im the hands of the average soldier. ; 

It is planned that competitive tests of arms of this 
character will be held about Sept. 15, 1921. The War 
Department will be pleased, however, to receive and sub- 
ject to preliminary exaniination and test such rifles as in- 
ventors may ‘care.to submit prior to competitive trials. 

Persons having semi-automatic rifles which they desire 
to submit for preliminary trial should address the appli- 
cation for such test to the Chief of Ordnance, U.S. Army, 
Washington, D.C. 

For the guidance of inventors in perfecting a design 
of this type full information regarding characteristics 1s 
furnishéd' by the War Department. 

The Government’ will provide. ammunition necessary 
for official tests, or, in the case. of rifles submitted 
which use ammunition different .from.the standard: 30 
caliber, if ammunition is not furnished: by the Govern- 
ment the inventor will be reimbursed for ammunition

CHANGES IN N.G. REGULATIONS. 
The Militia Bureau has requested all adjutants-general 
of the states and territories to ‘Strike out Par. ‘722 on 
page 194 of National Guard Regulations, changing Par. 


723 to read 722; and add as Par, 723 the following: 


Officers and enlisted men of the Federally recognized .Na- 
tional Guard who, while participating. in. authorized encamp- 
ments, become ill or injured from cause not due to their mis- 
conduct, may be sent, upon recommendation of, medical ‘officers, 
approved by competent admnistrative authorities of the or- 
ganization, to civilian or private hospitals for care and treat- 
ment, and the resulting charges paid. from Federal funds appro- 
priated for the National Guard (provided sufficient funds are 
available): Provided, however, that it be impracticable to send 
auch cases to a Government hospital-for treamiént,.and that 
the nature of the iliness or injury is such that, with the means 
and equipment prescribed for the organization attending the 
encampment, tlie officers'‘and men referred to cannot be given 
proper care and treatment at the encampment: Provided further, 
that expenses of the nature reférred to, so’ far as Federai funds 
are concerned, are limited to the period of the encampment; the 
Jaw not authorizing medical care and treatment at public ex- 
pense in a civilian or private hospital after the’ date that the 
encampment officially ends (see~ Dec. bey ee mn Jan, 
19, 1921). Charges of civilian or private hospitals under the 
provisions of this paragraph may, if such services are rendered 
necessary by the circumstances, include room fees, subsistence 
charges (for enlisted men only), medicines, special nurses, 
operating .room fees, anesthetics, surgical fees‘ and ‘professional 
service fees, but all vouchers in payment of such charges must 
be submitted to and approved by the Militia Bureau before pay- 
ment is mate. Such vouchers will not be approved by the 
Militia. Bureau unless it appears that the charges were actually 
necessary and reasonable, ‘and that ‘precaution was- taken by 
those responsible to see that the necessary services were ob- 
tained to the best financial advantage of the Government. 

Disposition of National Guard Unit Funds. 

‘The disposition of funds turned in by units which were 
originally National, Guard lias received the attention of 
the War Department and the following. policy .adopted : 
In the event that- corresponding units of the National 
Guard are not reorganized on or before June 30, 1924, 
‘the: Chief of Finance shall be empowered to turn funds 
of each unit over to the duly accredited representative 
of yeteran associations of the original units, such repre- 
sentative to -be certified as such -to -the Chief. of. the 
Militia Bureau by the adjutant general of the state, with 
the further statement that the veteran association apply- 
ing for thése’ funds comprises ‘at least fifty ._per cent. of 
the surviving membership of thé original organization 
when mustered into the service of the United States. 
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REAPPOINTMENT OF REGULAR AND RETIRED OFFICERS. 
On the reappointment of former Regular Army and 
retired officers the Secretary of War has directed’ that 
the following action be taken under Army Regulations 
605-35: “Under the provisions of paragraph 5 of the 
Regulations you ,will take the necessary action from 
time to time to provide the necessary: board for exami- 
nation of records. Applications will not: be delayed for 
reference to the Classification Board nor will it be con- 
sidered practicable for that board to consider any appli- 
cations when such consideration will interfere with the 
classification functions of the board. Reappointments 
will. not be made in the Cavalry, J.A.G. partment, 
Finance Department, Medical Corps, Dental Corps,-Med- 
ical Administrative Corps or as chaplains until such time 
as the commissioned strength of these branches has been 
reduced to that authorized by law and regulations. Ap- 
plications will: be disposed of ay toe Under the 
provision of paragraph 12 of the Regulations chiefs of 
branches to whom reports of examination are referred 
will be required to have the records and reports reviewed 
by’ a board of at least three officers convened by them 
and to submit the report of the board with their recom- 
mendation. Under. the provisions of regulations govern- 
ing the Personnel Bureau, that bureau will carefully re- 
view each step in the proceedings as it is recpived, cause 
any necessary considerations or corrections to be ac- 
complished, or irregularities corrected, and will submit to 
the Chief of Staff, before completion of full procedure 
under regulations, any case which it is believed should be 
terminated without further action. The requirement of 
regulations governing the Personnel Bureau that com- 
pleted action be submitted to the General Staff will cover 
those cases in which the findings are unfavorable to the 
applicant as well as those in which it is favorable.”

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STRONGER. FORTIFICATIONS FOR NEw ENGLAND COAST. 

Brig. Gen. John W. Ruckman, U:S.A., commanding 
the 1st Coast Artillery District, in an address before the 
Chamber of Commerce of Providence, R.I., on March 17, 
urged that immediate steps be taken to strengthen the 
fortifications of the New England coast, from Maine to 
Connecticut, according to an Associated Press dispatch 
from Providence. The General is quoted-as saying that 
such a plan should have special reference to the naval 
base at Newport. He recommended the installation of 
fixed guns of the largest. caliber on Montauk Point, Block 
Island, No Man’s Land, Cape Cod, Cape Ann, Ports- 
mouth and Portland, to be supplemented by mobile ar- 
tillery. of the railroad and tractor type, and to fill in the 
shore between these points and make a continuous line 
of defemse.. Widening of the Cape Cod Canal and of 
Hell Gate at New York was urged as a part of the same 
general defense plan. “With this arrangement,” the 
General added, “all the navies could not enforce an effec- 
tive blockade against our fleet located in Narragansett 
Bay.” .

Colonel Dunn in referring to the annual losses 
of the railroads of the United States by explosives and 
the fact that in-earlier years many of the losses by rail- 
roads from this source were never ‘reported to the bu- 
reau, observes: “We are certain that no large loss now 
escaped our records. It is natural that we fear the po- 
tential losses most. Our statistics indicate, for example, 
that the annual transportation ‘losses for explosives of 
all kinds will amount to $30,000 a year so long as we 
continue to be as vigilant as we are at present. The 
potential loss that may.come: from explosives is indicated 
by the Black Tom. disaster in. 1916, when. the total 
jumped to. over $20,000,000 in a single night. “The

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GeneraAL Fries SHows Epcewoop PLANT. 

Brig. Gen. A. A. Fries, Chief of Chemical Warfare 
Service, U.S.A.,. escorted Senators Wadsworth,  chair- 
man; Lenroot, Frelinghuysen, Fletcher and Sutherland, 
members of the Committee.on Military Affairs, through 
the Chemical Warfare plants at Edgewood, N.J:, on 
March 31. General Fries is working on the theory that 
the best means of getting through needed legislation, and 
the necessary appropriation of funds, is to acquaint the 
legislators with actual existing condition:, While the 
primary purpose of the visit was not to show the elec- 
trical plant, which is eighty-five per cent. completed, 
Genesel Fries called attention to the situation and stated 
he will continue endeavoring to obtain mecessary au- 
thority and appropriation to complete the plant.

probably be organized. For the Regular Army peace 
establishment a table of organization for an anti-aircraft 
battalion which would contain the three elements of an 
anti-aircraft regiment (anti-aircraft guns, searchlights 
and machine guns) has been prepared and will probably 
be approved.. The purpose of the War Department is 
to organize three such battalions as part of the Coast 
Artillery Corps in connection with the fixed coast de- 
fenses. The war strength tables of organization provide 
for anti-aircraft regiments with the three elements to 
which the battalions could be easily expanded. 
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Sea SERVICE or TEMPORARY COMMANDERS. 

Officers temporarily serving as commanders in the line 
of the Navy who were temporarily promoted to that rank 
before permanent promotion to the rank of lieutenant 
commander appear to be of the opinion, it ig stated in 
the Bureau of Navigation, that they should be credited 
with sea service in the rank of lieutenant commander 
for all service at sea since temporary promotion to that 
rank. In this opinion these officers are in error. The 
fact is that inasmuch as during the interval between their 
temporary promotion to the rank of commander and the 
date of permanent promotion to the rank of Leutenant 
commander they had no status in the latter rank. Dur- 
ing such interval they are credited with sea service as 
a lieutenant and also as a commander. . 
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REORGANIZING EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENTS. 
Service Aspects of Proposed Redistribution. 
Searcé a month has elapsed since the new administra 
tion came into control, but in that short time the ev 
dences of activity indicate a serious attempt to solve the 
problem of reorganizing the executive departments with 
a view to a redistribution of the administrative services 
Heads of various bureaus and sérvices have been called 
to the White House for consultation with the President 
and to give their views relative to a plan of co-ordina- 


tion based on a simplification of departmenta! and inter- 
departmental relations and upon securing better service 


with greater economy. Some members of the Cabinet 
have announced policies making for economical adminis- 
tration, although the plans of the Secretaries of War 
and the Navy are still in process of formulation. In 
addition the so-called Smoot commission authorized by 
a joint resolution passed at the final session of the 66th 
Congress, a commission composed of three Senators and 
three Representatives has been active in the making of 
an administrative survey to determine the overlapping 
of duties, duplications of asthority, and ¢Cesirat redis- 
tribution of functions. 

In this preliminary work of assembling of co-related 
activities, the bill introduced by Senator McCormick, of 
Illinois, Dec. 7, 1920, “to bring about the more effective 
co-ordination of the executive departments, to create the 
Department of Public Works and the Department of 


Public Welfare, and for other purposes,” is being used 


as a basis. This bill will be introduced in the G7th Con- 
gress with some changes, but as it is written it is a 
cepted as outlining the policy relative to a reassembling 
of administrative activities to which the admir ration 
s committed. 

Effect on Army and Nar;

The effect on the War Department shou! 
Cormick bill as written be enacted into law is not 
garded as serious, in fact the transfers are rat 
“omed, particularly by Army officers who believe that so 
soon as the Service is confined to strictly military fune 
tions it will make fer a stronger Military Establish- 


ment. The transfer of rivers and harbors activities 
from the Corps of Engineers to. the proposed Depart- 
ment of Public Works, which is to absorb the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, is on the whole considered wise i 
though there is a considerable sentiment that since the 
bill excepts the transfer of “such instrumentalities as 
are exclusively and chiefly employed in the construction 
and maintenance of fortifications and other works pri- 
marily and directly connected with the national de- 
fense,’ the construction functions of the Army ought to 
be in charge of the Corps of Engineers. This question 


was threshed out during the hearings leading up to the 
adoption of Army reorganization legislation in 1920, 
with the result that construction was retained under the 
Quartermaster General. It is likely, however, that the 
question will be again advanced in the scheme of de- 
partmental reconstruction. The McCormick plan, of 
course, makes provision for giving to the officers of the 
Corps of Engineers the broadest possible experience in 
engineering work by allowing them. to be detailed to tem- 
porary duty in the Department of Public Works. The 
transfer of the various national military parks from ‘the 
War Department is accepted as desirable because such 


‘action will-tend to further: concentrate.purely military 


matters under War Department cognizance-and control. 
In like manner the transfer of the Lake Survey office 
and the Inland Waterways and Port Terminals division 
to the Department of Commerce and the Insular. Affairs 
Buréau to the Department of State will be effective it is 
generally believed, in taking from the War Department 
functions which have little, if any, relation to. military 
administration. 

From the Navy point of view the plan-to place the 
Hydrographic Office in the Department of Commerce, 
where it will be merged with certain functions of .the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, is debatable with the wefght 
in favor of.the Navy Department being substituted for 
the Department of Commerce as the department in which 
the merged services should function. There has been for 
some years a conflict of functions and something of an 
overlapping of duties between these two branches, with 
a result that the Hydrographic Office has had cognizance 
solely of marine surveys in foreign waters. But for the 
Navy’s own: use, the Hydrographic Office has prepared 
charts of coast and inland waters because of require- 
ments peculiar to the naval service. It has been a com- 
mon belief in the Navy Department that all marine eyr- 
veys should be in charge of the Navy Department which 
in every way is best equipped to provide these surveys, 
From an economical point of view, the Navy, because of 
the constant nature of its sea service, is best able te 
render this service. The purpose to make a national. ob- 
eervatery ef the Nas) Observatory ia also regarded 
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as warranting deeper study than has evidently been 
given to this plan, and Navy officers state that in such 
a study the matter of radio communication and radio 
control should be very prominent, for the reason that 
absolute radio control is imperative in time of emergency 
and such control should be in the hands of the Navy. It 
is confidently expected, therefore, that when the matter 
of transfer of the Hydrographic Office and the Naval 
Observatory to the Department of Commerce is reached, 
the Navy Department will be ready to present to Con- 
gress strong of retention and ex- 


pansion.

Absorption of the Coast Guard. 


The plan to transfer the Coast Guard from the Treas- 


ury Department to the Department of Commerce “to 
remain henceforth under the jurisdiction of the latter,” 


promises to be a bone of contention in the reorganiza- 


tion scheme. Secretary of the Treasury Mellon has 
been silent and has as yet to show a disposition to 
maintain jurisdiction, and the new Secretary of the 


Navy is apparently of an open mind on the question of 


transfer to the Navy—a question on which the former 
Secretary took a very definite stand. The McCormick 
bill as originally drafted is said to have placed the 


Coast Guard in the Navy instead of the Department ‘of 
Commerce. The advocates of transfer to the Navy are not 
backward in declaring that the change to place the 
Coast Guard under the Department of Commerce was in- 
fluenced by certain maritime interests for which the Coast 
Guard is constantly rendering service at Government ex- 
pense, and by the friends of the Bureau of Fisheries, the 
Bureau of Lighthouses, the Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
the Bureau of Navigation and the Steamboat-Inspection 
Service, all of them in the Department of Commerce, with 
the one end in view of raising the grades and salaries of 
the personnel of these bureaus and services to parallel 
those of the Coast Guard. This, it is asserted, is the joker 
in the section of the McCormick bill authorizing the 
transfer of the Coast Guard to the Department of Com- 
merce; and the plan is condemned as directly opposed to 
the purposes of departmental reorganization to get better 
service for less money. 

However true may be this view of the reason for the 
alleged change in the original draft of the McCormick 
scheme, the fact remains that the records of the 66th 
Congress give evidence of much interested and expert 
opinion that is on the side of Coast Guard consolida- 
tion with the Navy. The opinion of Congress, when it 
enacted the law combining the Life Saving Service and 
the Revenue Cutter the Coast Guard, also 
leaned heavily in that direction, for the Coast Guard was 
declared part of the military forces of the United States. 
Jn the World War the Coast Guard operated as part 
of the Navy. Congress has shown that it intended that 
the military idea should be carried out in the Coast 
Guard, and by writing into law that the Coast Guard 
automatically becomes a part of the Navy in time 
of emergency, the leaning of Congress toward the Navy 
as the Service in which the Coast Guard could function 
properly and efficiently is on record. The Navy idea 
has so permeated and actuated the sea-going personnel 
of the Coast Guard that with his Coast Guard Academy 
training a counterpart of the U.S. Naval Academy train- 
ing, his experience on Navy vessels in the World War, 
his Naval War College correspondence studies, and in 
some cases courses in the Naval War College itself, 
the Coast Guard officer may be considered a trained 
Navy officer lacking only battleship experience. This 
knowledge of Navy affairs, this experience in the Navy, 
it is contended, is an asset valuable only to the Navy, 
for it would lie dormant if the Coast Guard were placed 
under the Department of Commerce or other civil branch 
of the Government. :

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BRITISH VS, U.S. NAVAL BUDGETS. 

The British naval estimates reported on March 14 for 
1921-22, showing a net of £82,479,000, or approximately 
$395,000,000 (reckoned on the former rate of exchange, 
say $4.80), contemplated a one-power navy with sixteen 
battleships in full commission and an enlisted personnel 
of 121,700 men. The gross estimates reported totaled 
£91,186,869, or approximately $440,000,000. 


The estimates submitted for the U.S. Navy for the 
fiscal’ year 1922 aggregated $679,515,731, while the ap- 
propriations for 1921, including deficiency items, were 


$496,243,274. The Navy Department estimate was based 
on a one-power Navy with fifteen battleships in full com- 
mission and an enlisted personnel of approximately 125,- 
000. ‘Fhe Naval Appropriation bill as it came from the 
House set the total at $396,001,249 and provided for an 
enlisted personnel of 100,000. The Senate’ eonimittee 
amendments to this bill raised the enlisted personnel to 
120,000 and‘ the total appropriations to $496,519,935. 

The interesting point of comparison is that of the net 
British estimates with” the tdtal appropriations carried 
in the-House bill, in round figures, $395,000,000. and 
$396,000,000, -respectively.. It would indicate that the 
appropriations for the U.S. Navy, even with an enlisted 
personnel 21,000 under that of Great Britain, which the 
House evolved and wrote into the bill, were all too con- 
servative and that the U.S. Navy would be seriously 
hampered during the next fiscal year. Such constriction 
would have cut the battleship fleet to eleven ships in 
full commission, or five under the British program. The 
First Lord 6f the Admiralty says of the plan to keep six- 
teen battleships in full commission: “This is the smallest 
number that will enable the essential seagoing technical 
training of officers'and men to be carried out properly.” 
Of the U.S. Navy plan Admiral R. E. Coontz, Chief of 
Naval Operations, said to the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs: “The idea for the coming year was that 
these 120,000 men would man a fleet sufficient to carry 
out our policies, to carry out the maneuvers, the drill 
and the training.” And this on a basis of fifteen battle 
ships in full commission. 

Comment upon the British trend toward economy was 
withheld in Navy circles for the reason that the figures 
were given in cabled reports which may contain errors. 
It was indicated that when official reports of thé esti- 
mates are available, which it is hoped will be about the 
time the new Congress meets in extraordinary session, 
such official data will be in hand for analysis and pre- 
sentation to the appropriation committee. Secretary of 
the Navy Denby merely expressed the that the 
1916 building program would be carried to completion 
with perhaps such changes as present needs of the Navy 
show to be advisable, adding: “But it is for Congress 
and the President to determine this; I am not concealing 
my views on‘ the subject.” From the day he took office 
Secretary Denby has insisted that he was opposed to 
any reduction in our floating defense-and that he stood

solidly for the completion of the Navy construction pro-. 


gram. 

Lord Lee, of Fareham, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
who announced the British estimates, is quoted as say- 
ing they were based on the government's policy of main- 
taining a “one-powér standard,” and that the economies 
included ‘a reduction in the number of capital ships in 
full commission from‘twenty to sixteen,- as compared 
with thirty-eight in 1914. “This is the sniallest number 
that will enable the’ essential seagoing technical training 
of officers and men to be carried out properly,” the state- 
ment asserted. Other changes annotnced were the plac- 
ing in reserve of one of the four destroyer flotillas of 
the Atlantic fleet, reduction of the North American and 


South African ‘squadrons by one light cruiser each, com-- 


plete « temporary withdrawal of the .South American 
squadron, and ‘the reduction of the personnel of the fleet 


“during 1921. to.121,700. men, as compared with 127,500 


men in 1920. These changes,. Lord Lee said, dictated 
almost entitely by the need of economy, “make it incum- 
berit on the Admiralty to maintain a reduced navy in a 
state of the highest possible efficiency.” In pursuance 


of this policy eight battleships armed with 12-inch guns, 
“tiow in réserve, will be transferred to the disposal list. 


The number of capital’ ships.on the effective: list will 
thus be reduced to thirty, including the Australia, which 
belongs to the Australian Commonwealth; of which four- 
teen will be in reserve. Of these thirty ships:the older 
types are obsolescent and’ cannot be reckoned as efficient 
fighting ships for more than a few years, the statement 


continued, and the sum of £2,500,000 therefore had been 


included in the estimates for replacement ships.

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APPOINTMENT OF A CHIEF, OF , STAFF. ‘ 

Secretary of. War -Weeks ,said this week. that “the 
name of the new Chief of Staff will be announced. be- 
fore Congress: meets,” -but denied newspaper reports that 
Major Gen.; James G. Harbord had been selected to be 
the successor of Major.Gen. Peyton C. March. The de- 
nial came-on March 29,..when the Secretary's attention 
was called to the. definite statements published to the 
effect: that General Harbord: was to be detailed to the 





office of Chief of Staff. It caused Secretary Weeks to 
discuss the matter at greater length than is his habit. 
He. declared’ that he had had no conference with the 
President relative to the subject of appointment of a 
Chief of Staff for three weeks, that the appointment 
would not be made until after he had discussed the avail- 
able officers for the office with the President and had his 
approval of the appointment to be made, and that until 
after he had the President’s approval and he had made 
the announcement, all statements relative to General 
March’s successor would be false. He pointed out to 
the newspaper correspondents that taking the names on 
the initial General Staff eligible list, the choice for Chief 
of Staff was rather restricted to five major generals— 
Jobn F. Morrison, Robert L. Bullard, Joseph T. Dick- 
man, James G. Harbord and Charles P. Summerall. See- 
retary Weeks in his statement did not indicate that Gen- 
eral Harbord had been eliminated from consideration. 
He merely confined himself to stating the fact that publi- 
cation of any name in connection with the office of Chief 
of Staff could have no basis in fact. 
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WaAR-DEPARTMENT SAVES BY PROMPT PAYMENTS. 


In the past eighteen months the War Department has 
sayed to the Government more than $500,000 in dis- 
counts alone by promptly paying its bills, Formerly 
the goods to be purchased had first to be shipped to the 
consignee, inspected and accepted before payment was 
recommended, then further time elapsed, sometimes 
amounting to from three to six months before the con- 
tractor was able to receive remittance for material sold. 
Now his wares are inspected, and if accepted, contracted 
for and payment made sometimes before they are started 
on their way to the recéiving station. This new method 
of procedure is accredited to the effort and enterprise of 
the Finance Department. On March 3, War Depart- 
ment G.O. No. 9 went into effect which is intended to 
co-ordinate the different services; and make the system 
more effective, although the general scheme has been 
followed long enough and extensive enough to prove ‘its 
practicability. Briefly, when supplies, equipment, etc., 
are required by a particular service, an inspector is sent 
to the manufacturey’s warehouse, where inspection is 
made both as to quality and quantity. If the articles are 
acceptable, the inspector prepares and forwards, within 
twenty-four hours, directly to the finance officer desig- 
nated to make payment, two completed copies of the re- 
ceiving report, showing the name of the procuring office 
for which he is operating, destination of shipment, sta- 
tion to account for the property, bill of lading number, 
and instructs the contractor to forward his invoice di- 
rectly to the designated finance officer, who will have 
voucher prepared immediately and send it to the contrac- 
tor. In this way payment can nearly always be made 
within the usual limit of ten days for which most firms 
allow a substantial cash discount from the original price 
of the goods. The system has the effect of inducing many 
tirms to seek War Department business that heretofore 
either could not afford or did not desire to carry a credit 
the length of time necessary before the material they 
sold could be paid for, and thus creates greater competi- 
tion, resulting in lower prices in addition to the. discount 
for cash. 
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ELIGIBLE List OF COLONELS UNPUBLISHED. 

The eligible list of colonels of the line of the Army 
from which shall be selected officers to be appointed 
brigadier generals of the line has not been made public 
despite the activity of interested members of. Congress, 
who declare that it should be as open as the names in 
the Army List and Directory. One member of the House 
of Representatives, who has taken ‘the initiative in this 
matter, declared that before the extraordinary session of 
Congress convenes on April 11. he will be in a position te 
inform the House as to the reason why this, list is held 
confidential and ‘that he hopes steps will be taken to 
make it public. It is reported that since the enactment 
of the Army Reorganization law of June 4, 1920, two 
different boards of five major generals have had the list 
under consideration, although the law states the list 
shall be. prepared annually. The second board, it is 
understood, met after Jan. 1, this year, and after ite 
revision of the list, several appointments of brigadier 
generals were made by the former President on recom- 
mendation of ‘the former Secretary. ‘of War. It is now 
intimated that the changes in the list of appointments to 
brigadier general as comparéd with the list submitted to 
the last Congress and which failed of confirmation in the 
Senate, will affect ‘the officers of the lower portion of 
this list which failed. Secretary of War Weeks has 
admitted that there will be “one or two” changes. There 
is very great interest in the appointments of general offi- 
cers, tiaturally, and in Washington it is no secret that 
the friends of officers eligible to appointment are using 
all the influence that they can bring to bear in behalf 
of numerous colonels of distinguished war record for ap- 
pointment. : .

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Navy PRECEDENCE SCHEDULE, 

A schedule relative to precedence has been worked out 
in the Bureau of Navigation.to meet as nearly as :pos- 
sible the ruling on the question rendered by the Attorney 
General. While it is said not to be perfect, and perhaps 
not the ideal plan, it is worked out as closely as is pos- 
sible with regard to the ruling and it is believed that it 








will receive the general approval of the commissioned 


personnel of the Navy. 
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COURT OPINION IN CLASS B. SUIT. 
Colonel Creary’s Appeal for Revision Granted, 
Holding that “the President's individual. action is 
called for in consideration of the findings of the final 
classification board” and that “the relator was entitled 
to notice of the charges against him and to a hearing be- 
fore the beard to determine cause,” Chief Justice Walter 
I. McCoy, of the Supreme Court of the District of Co- 


 lumbia, entered his opinion in that court on March 26 in 


the case of Col. William F, Creary, U.S.A., against the 
Secretary of War in which Colonel Creary applied for 
a writ of mandamus directing the Secretary of War to 


vacate an order discharging Colonel Creary from the 
Army of the United States and to restore him to the 
rank of colonel. The officer’s discharge from the Army 
took place under the operation of the classification sec- 
tion of the Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920. 
This opinion amplifies the memorandum filed by Justice 
McCoy on March 12 as noted in our issue of March 19, 


page 307. 

The opinion reviews the history of the case, gives the 
legal opinions on which the court bases its opinion, and 
then says: 

“In the act under consideration it appears that where Con- 
gress intended to allow the delegation of authority conferred 
on the President it used apt words for the perpes. for Section 
5 contains the following: ‘The Chief of Staff shall preside over 
the-War Department General Staff and under the direction of 
the President or of the Secretary.of War under the direction of 
the President, shail cause to be-made, etc. (Italics supplied.) 
The conclusion is that the President's individual action is called 
for in consideration of the findings of the final classification 


ra. 

“The relator complains that he was not furnished with a 
full copy of the official records on which the proposed classifica- 

was based, but he did not so far as shown demand a 
copy of his entire record before the court of inquiry convened 
t his request nor object to proceeding without it. | re was 
risdiction of the subject matter and of the person, and it 
must be held that ‘the relator by proceedi without protest 
cannot now object. The contention of the relator that he was 
entitled to a hearing before the fima) classification board cannot 
sustained, There is.nothing in the statute indicating that 
‘° intended that.there should be a hearing preliminary 
to final classifitation except that before the court of inquiry. 
That court, it is true, had no power to make findings or to 
determine anything, but it is a fair inference that where Con- 
gress has provid for a certain sort of hearing during the 
classification proceeding none other can be had. 

“There. is nothing in the statute to indicate that the action 
by the classification board can be challenged if a member has 
previously expressed an opinion as to the officer's fitness. This 
conclusion would follow from the holding that a hearing before 
these boards is not a matter of right. It has been held by 
most respectable poe that a judge may sit on an appeal 
fin a case heard by him in tne first instance. It is quite obvi- 
ous why an officer should fear results if his case may be passed 
on by one who has prejudged him—especially as all the board 
may have done so; but 4 © ~~ in that respect may be 
corrected by order of the President. 

“As the statute spenks of the convening of only one elassifica 
tlen board, it seems that two boards were not contemplated. 
Tt uses the words ‘final classification board,’ but it also says 
that after the taking of testimony before the court of inquiry 
the record of that court shall be sent to the fina! classification 
beard for ‘reconsideration’ of the case. ~ It seems that the word 
‘comsideration’ would have been used were separate boards 
iutended. 

Interpretation of Board's Duty. 

“The relator claims that he was entitled to'a hearing before 
the board to determine cause. -The act provided for two pro- 
ceedings, one leading to the classification for unfitness and the 
other. to determine canse. The respondent so construed the 
statute, for he passed upon the finding of the former before 
sending the case to the latter. The provision in respect to the 


daty of the board to determine cause is the niost difficult to 
interpret.. It reads, to’ qhote it again, ‘Whenever’ an officer is 
laced in Class B a board of not less than three officers shall 


convened to determine whether such classification is due to 
his neglect, misconduct or unavoidable habits.’ Literally read 
it seems to require the board to say what was the mental opera- 
tion of the final elassification board, but that would be an un- 


reasonable interpretation. It must have been intended that 
-the, board should determine. whether the unfitness for’ service 
which was the reason for placing the officer in Class B was 
due to any of the causés mentioned 


“Taking the purpose of the statute to be as stated; the im 
portant question to be decided is, whether it was intended that 
the board to determine cause is to consider only the officer's 


.-Feeord as it was before the-final classification board or whether 


he is to be given a hearing. To reach thé conclusion that 
the former course was contemplated the objection must be met 
that the final classification board had the record and could 
just as well have been given the power to decide and so avoid 
duplication of work. To which it may be replied that effects 
&@re more obvious than the causes of them and that the latter 
eall for more’ careful study; also that retirement from the Ser- 
vice of those who are unfit calls for speedier action, so that 
the Army shall be properly officered, and therefore the inten- 
tion of Congress was that the final classification board should 
not be held back in accomplishing its avork by having to de- 
termine cause. Other reasons might be assigned perhaps to 
support respondent's contention. But such contentions assume 
that Congress had im mind that the board to determine cause 
would have before it all the officer's paper record and the report 
of his testimony before the court of inquiry and that these 
would contain all that could be adduced as to the cause of his 
unfitness. To support this conclusion it must be argued further 
that Congress assumed that the officer's paper record sent to 
the court of inquiry would in every case inform the officer not 
only of the respects in which he was deemed unfit, but of the 
discreditable causes which it would be later claimed brought 
@bout that unfitnmess—an assumption which cannot be made 
when cases can be readily imagined in which it would not be 
likely to accord with the facts or at least possibly would not, 
for instance, cases of nervous breakdown, 

“But what about the officer who has not demanded a hearing 
before a court of inquiry because he admits unfitness warrant- 
=s his being placed on the retired list? It is argued that he 
takes his risk in not asking for a court of inquiry, which is 
for all practical purposes to say that every Class B officer will 
be forced to demand an opportunity to appear before such 
a court, though not conscious of any wrongdoing—almost con- 
fession. If he does not ask to be heard before a court of in- 
quiry he may not know what his paper record shows, and until 
he receives notice of his discharge from the Army for causes 
of which he was not notified he ~e not know that anyone 
even suspected him of misconduct. hen he has received his 
order of discharge, if the practice followed in the present case 
{fs adopted, he will not have been informed of the charges and 
may be entirely ignorant of what they were. If Congress in- 
tended a procedure that might lead to any such result, cer- 
tainly it would have made its intention obvious. 

“As Congress did not explicitly say that there should be a 
hearing before the board to determine cause, the question is not 
free from difficulty, but as we have the outstanding fact that 
an officer of the Army may be discharged in effect on charges 
to his discredit and without honor on an adverse finding of 
the board it is more reasonable to infer that Congress intended 
that an officer should have whatever rights any public officer 
has where causes for removal are specified.” (The opinion here 
Quotes from four related court decisions and continues): 

“It must be held that the relator was entitled to notice of 
the cherges against him and to a hearing before the board to 
determine cause. Something more than is alleged in the petition 
must be shown to raise a question of bias on the part of a 
member of the board to determine cause. An officer may be 
a ‘misfit’ and another officer may think so and still be of the 
opinion that the conduct of the former has been unexceptionable 
eo far as its moral quality is concerned.

The Government's Brief. 

The two principal points of the opinion are that an 

officer who has been classified in Class’ B shall have the 
opportunity to be heard before the “honest ‘and faithful 
board, so-called, and that his case shall be reviewed per- 
sonally by the President. Relative to the first point, the 
condition is regarded in the War Department as easily 
surnmiountable and it is thought probable that the depart- 
ment’s future policy as to classification for elimination 
will provide for such a hearing. As to the second point 
the department’s view is that to make it a duty of the 
President to review each case in which discharge or re- 
tirement is recommended would be burdening’ the Execu- 
tive with a duty he could not perform except to the ex- 
clusion of his other duties. On this question of personal 
action by the President, the Governnient’s brief states: 
_ “As to action by the President on the placing of an officer 
in Class B, the statute is express in dispensing with the neces- 
sity for such action, lt says: ‘The finding of said classifica- 
tion board shall be final and not ‘subject to ‘further revision 
except upon the order of the President.’ Manifestly, in using 
this language, Cengress is not exacting from the President any 
order 6n the subject of revision. It. is merely empowering him 
to order a revision, if he shall think ‘fit. Unless the President 
sees fit to take the initiative and make some order, it is clear 
that the- officer's classification is valid without presidential 
action. 
administrative act is invalid because aot performed by the Presi- 
dent personally in cases other than those: in which action by 
tue President is required in so many words by statute... Where 
the statute is one naming the President as the person to act, the 
question may present itself whether the President may require 
or permit some subordinate officer te consider an act upon a 
ease of the sort described in such ;a statute, and whether. in 
this situation, 
pursuant to delegated authority, becomes in 
the act of the President, so as to satisfy the requirement of 
the statute. The present tase, however, is not a case of

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GENERAL SERVICE SCHOOLS. 
Annual Report for 1920 by General Muir. 
The annual report of Major Gen. Charles H. Muir, 
U.S.A., as commandant of the General Service Schools, 





; Fort . Leavenworth, Kas.,. for the fiscal year 1920 has 


just made its appearance in printed form although the 
report was made by General Muir on Aug. 20, 1920, be- 


: fore he went to.the Ath Division as its commanding gen- 


eral. General Muir says in-his report, after giving the 
roster of:the faculty and instructors and deseribing the 
rearrangement: of barracks and’ quarters to ac¢commo- 
date the,.greatly increased student personnel: .“Reopen- 


ing. after .a suspension that had lasted, during the World 
: War, placed on a.much higher, plane than ever before 


occupied, instru¢tor and. student personnel not only com- 
prising-many who held high command or performed .im- 
portant staff duty during the World War but also. re- 
verted to their regular rank, the year’s session of these 
schools. has been highly successful... Not only to ‘the 
‘faculty and .instructers, but- to.members of the student 
body great, credit is dye.” 

- Included. in the .report..are those of Col. Leroy, El- 
tinge, Cav., the assistant commandant; Cal. W. K. Nay- 
lor, Inf.,. director of the General Staff School;. Lieut. 
Col. H..A. Drum, director of the School.of the Line; and 
Li€ut.. Col. A. S. Cowan, director of the Signal Corps 
School. This last-named school. has since been removed 
to Camp Alfred Vail, Little Silver, N.J. Colonel El- 
tinge states in his section of the report that when the 
General Service Schools were reopened .“none of the 


. previous, text-books could be used and new ones had to 


be written as they were required” this causing ‘an 
enormous amount of work for the instructors.” He also 
says: ‘The policy of closing these schools, adopted by 
the, War Department in all national, emergencies, .is_be- 


~ lieved to be wrong. Here is a going concern capable of 


giving emergency instruction to a large number of offi- 
cers. It seems improper to close it at just the time 
when it could perform the greatest service. The Special 
Service Schools of the separate arms are better adapted 
to quickly instruct officers for line duty, and the techni- 
¢al ‘schools of the various arms and services are better 
equipped ‘to instruct specialists, but these schools are 
the only ones equipped to give an emergency course to 
temporary and National Guard officers in the duties of 
command and in staff duties.” 

Of the General Staff School Colonel Naylor says: “The 
entire list of graduates [of the 1920 academic year] has 
been detailed by the War Department to take next year’s 
course at the General Staff College, although only the 
thirty-five attaining the highest marks were so recom- 
mended by this school. With this as a precedent and, 
in the interest of fairness to subsequent classes, it would 
seem that, in the future, it should be the declared policy 
of the General Staff School that all those receiving 
diplomas be recommended to take the course at the Gen- 
eral Staff College; that the basis for the awarding of 
diplomas be solely the work done at this school, which 
must be satisfactory; that the marking system be con- 
tinued for the purpose of determining whether the stu- 
dent’s work is satisfactory or not, and to assist the 
director and the commandant in making other recom- 
mendations; that student officers whose work is near 
the unsatisfactory line be so informed at regular periods 
by the commandant so that they may have timely warn- 
ing and can improve their standing if able and they so 


desire.” 
Writing on uniform tactical doctrine, Colonel Drum, 
of tha School of the Line, says: “In view of our recent 


experiences with French, British, Italian and our own 
armies there will be a tendency to a diversified instead 
of a uniform tactical doctrine. The avoidance of such 
an undesirable condition is of primary importance and 
calls for energetic nal action by each instructor 
and ‘student. Satisfactory results cannot be secured if 
the student body of this school receives instruction which 
igs based on several different tactical doctrines, such as 
part. French; part British, part German, ete. tf ex- 
petiences‘in the. European War have been sufficient and 
e that + agp: e's nO need. to 
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echool will Be the American doctrine as illustrated by 
our own teachings and experiences.” 
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PROMOTION LIST COMMENT. 
Credit for Constructive Service Suggested, 
A high ranking officer of the Army in discussing the 


question of proposed legislation to amend the single list 
in so far as it relates to the captains and lieutenants 





says: 

“It would seem to me that a compromise would prove 
more equitable than the McKellar plan, a compromise 
which would remove the principal complaint of the cap- 
tains who came from the training camps. It appears to 
me that this could be adjusted by giving to these cap- 
tains credit for say forty-five days’ constructive service, 
which would be one-half the time they were in training 
camps. By the adoption of such a method of adjust- 
ment it is probable that there would come an end to the 
heartburnings among the captains, and that the first and 
second lieutenants might prove amenable because their 
precedence on the promotion list would not then be 
ruthlessly drawn from under them as would happen if 
the McKellar plan were adopted. It seems to me that 
the result would be more agreeable all around and that if 
it were accepted in a true spirit of give and take it 
would overcome the disgruntlement which threatens to 
keep the matter a sore spot in the Army commissioned 
personnel for years to come. If the law is amended, 
it should be only after very serious consideration 
and after hearings at which all sides can state their 
ideas of a proper adjustment. And the change should 
prove a compromise which does the greater justice to 
the greater number concerned. The junior officers of 
longer and efficient service should not be made to suffer 
because they were ready when war came and they re- 
sponded promptly.” 

Divided Views on McKellar Amendment. 


In further comment on the present promotion list a 
captain of Cavalry writes that the former emergency offi- 
cers commissioned as captains are unable to take the 
view that to change the list as proposed by the McKel- 
lar amendment would amount to promotion by selection. 
He says: “The McKellar bill would simply arrange the 
newly appointed captains according to commissioned ser- 
vice in their grade, the newly appointed first lieutenants 
according to commissioned service in their grade, and the 
newly appointed second lieutenants according to commis- 
gioned service in their grade. This would permit the 
promotion of-all of the newly appointed captains to the 
grade of major before the promotion of any of the newly 
appointed first lieutenants to the grade of major; and 
the promotion of all first lieutenants to that grade before 
any newly appointed second lieutenants were promoted 
to the grade of major. Surely this would not be promo- 
tion by selection. No one denies that the appointments 
were made by selection. Some were selected to be ap- 
pointed colonels, others lieutenant colonels, some majors, 
ete. But now that the newly appointed lieutenant colo- 
nels have been placed among the lieutenant colonels, 
and the newly appointed majors among the majors, it 
could not be said that these newly appointed lieutenant 
colonels and majors will be promoted by selection. And 
to enable the captains to go to the grade of major ahead 
of the lieutenants would not be promotion by selection. 

“The McKellar amendment would permit about 1,200 
newly appointed captains and about 225 captains, who 
were in the Army prior to the act of June 4, 1920, (com- 
missions dating from April 20 to June 12, 1917), to be 
promoted to the grade of major in advance of all of the 
5,500 lieutenants. As the promotion list now stands 
many lieutenants will precede the captains who gradu- 
ated with the West Point class of 1917; hundreds of lieu- 
tenants will precede the captains who graduated from 
the first training camp on Aug. 15, 1917; while thou- 
sands of lieutenants precede some of the captains. While 
it is possible to find an occasional young captain, many 
of the newly appointed captains range from thirty-eight 
to forty-two years of age, and it is believed that the ages 
of thirty-five to forty-five years will cover more than 
three-fourths of the newly appointed captains. Some of 
these newly appointed officers now captains served as 
colonels, others as lieutenant colonels, and many as 
majors during the emergency. It is believed the cap- 
tains would not be promoted by selection were they ar- 
ranged among themselves according to commissioned ser- 
vice instead of being intermingled with about 3,924 first 
lieutenants and 1,613 second lieutenants whereas some 
captains are now 7,500 files from the grade of major.” 

Commending the present promotion law since it is 
based on the principle of seniority, an officer of Artillery 
writes: “The only complaint comes from those officers 
who have been benefited by the inequalities of promo- 
tion by selection. They wish not only to retain the in- 


creased pay and higher grade, but to violate the princi-° 


ple of promotion according to length of commissioned ser- 
vice by having the Reorganization act amended so as to 
place themselves ahead of officers of equal or superior 
age, experience, attainments and ability who have longer 
commissioned service. If Senator McKellar’s amend- 
ment is adopted the class of ‘provisionals,’ for example, 
who applied for commissions in March, 1917, passed a 
gevere examination April 23, 1917, and whose commis- 
sions through no fault of theirs were not issued until 
Aug. 9, 1917—all of whom were captains and many 
majors during the war and who are all first lieutenants 
now—will be put on the promotion list below all emer- 
gency officers who haye been appointed captains. They 
will thus be deprived of the position they are entitled to 
by virtue of longer commissioned service, earned by 
starting as second lieutenants and working up. This 
amounts to a loss of over 2,000 files for these few hun- 
dred officers and will work a great injustice to them. 
They will find themselves, if Senator McKellar’s amend- 
ment is adopted, separated by over 2,000 files of ‘emer- 
gency captains’ of less service from officers who have 
been for over three years but a few files senior to them 
and who now are captains. Another class who will be 
injured is those graduates of the first training camps 
appointed either first or second lieutenants and whe 
were the recipients of the ‘injustices and inequalities’ of 
promotion by selection which it was the aim and purpose 
of Congress to correct when it passed the Reorganization 
act. Should the McKellar amendment be adopted these 
lieutenants will be placed on the promotion list below 

duates of the second and third training camps who 
jon benefited by promotion by selection to the extent of 
receiving captaincies. This again is a violation of the 
principle of promotion according to length of commie- 
gioned service, and a grievous wrong to these officers, 
It is believed that the law in its present form produces 
the maximum of justice obtainable, and I know from con- 


versation and correspondence with large numbers ef the 


officers directly concerned that Senator McKellar’s 
amendment is not desired.” 


Those Commissioned as Captains. 

On the same subject an ex-emergency officer eapeeanse 
the view that all that captains who are dissatisfied de- 
sire in the way of amendment is embraced in the pro- 
posal offered by Senator McKellar. He says: “The ex- 
amining boards composed of Regular officers of long ser- 
vice made their recommendations with a clear under- 
standing that the grade they bestowed would, if approved 
by the chiefs of branches and the final selecting board, 
fix the place in the Army of the officer concerned. Com- 
missions were accepted without a thought that hundreds 
of lieutenants would later be advanced over the heads of 
their seniors, as has been done. The captains and first 
lieutenants passed over now feel certain that Congress 
will enact legislation to return to them what they re- 
gard as taken away and such legislation must follow the 
McKellar amendment. 

“There should be no difficulty in accomplishing this 
remedy. The only officers who entered the Service dur- 
ing the war who were not rated by these examining 
boards were provisional officers. All others, including 
training camp graduates and National Guard officers, 
went before the examining boards and were rated upon 
their war records, examinations, etc., and given grade ac- 
cordingly. These ratings were disturbed only by the 
application of the law and the remedial legislation sug- 
gested would do justice to all except the provisional offi- 
eers. Their place on the list should depend upon their 
war service. Some served throughout as lieutenants, 
some reached a captaincy either early or late. At any 
rate, they are now captains and should be placed among 
the officers given captaincies by the examining board 
through a just application of their war services.” 


Why Junior Officers Object to Present List. 


“There seems to be a lament that the junior officers 
are not taking the single list philosophically,” writes 
one of them. “Let us see if this is possible. One block 
of officers of the Regular Army lost the following after 
reorganization: (1) Probably 1,200 files in the Regu- 
lar Army; (2) undoubtedly 2,000 files after all the lieu- 
tenants with no more service take precedence; (3) finan- 
cial consideration of some hundreds of dollars back pay. 
The reasons why they lost out are: (1) They took the 
Regular Army examination three weeks before any Re- 
serve officer left a training camp; (2) they were ac- 
cepted as permanent commissioned officers eight months 
before any Reserve officer was examined or accepted into 
the Regular Establishment; (3) they were given no chance 
to compete with Reserve officers for higher commissions 
that they had held in Europe or elsewhere; (4) no con- 
sideration was given to enlisted service in the Regular 
Army and the Federalized National Guard when the 
eountry was in need of men in the border days; (5) no 
consideration was given for service in Europe, to the 
four, five and six star men who had undergone the real 
test of a soldier’s right to existence, namely, war; (6) 
finally, no search was made for evidence of hard work in 
an officer’s record. One might as well have joined the 
Mounted Balloon Section of Rip Van Winkle’s army. 
On awakening you could very easily have drawn your 
pay and cashed in your war risk insurance. What is a 
soldier going to do when he likes tne Army and wants 


o 


to stay in it? 
Suggestions for Promotion List_Amendment. 


An Army captain, who is himself satisfied with his 
position en the promotion list, proposes a plan which he 
believes if adopted as an amendment to the promotion 
list provisions of the Reorganization act “will cause a 
less number of injustices” than the present arrangement. 
It is as follows: “Make up the single list down to in- 
clude those whose commissioned service commenced prior 
to April 6, 1917, as at present.provided for in the Re- 
organization act. Take the rank held on Nov. 11, 1918, 
by the former emergency officers who have now been com- 
missioned in the Regular Army, demote them, each, one 
grade and arrange them among themselves in their re- 
spective grades on the single list based on commissioned 
service rendered prior to Nov. 11, 1918.” Our corre- 
spondent further suggests that “while the matter of age 
cannot be permitted to be the governing factor in de- 
termining an officer’s standing on the promotion list,” 
still something should be done to permit new officers to 
obtain the grade to which all look forward—the rank of 
colonel—before retirement. He says: “A method occurs 
to me which, while it would cost the Government some- 
thing more in retired pay, would far offset its cost in a 
high morale and a happy and contented commissioned 
personnel. The plan would be to hold, say, five vacan- 
cies in the grade of colonel, with the proviso that such 
officers as entered the Army in 1920 over the age of 
thirty years, would be promoted to one of these grades a 
few days before retirement. This for such officers as 
have already reached the grade of lieutenant colonel, in 
order that they may have the honor of reaching the goal 
of their ambitions. Where former emergency officers 
would not, before retirement, reach the grade of lieuten- 
ant colonel, hold also five vacancies in this grade to 
which these men could be promoted prior to retirement. 
The old Proctor act forms the basis of my suggestion. 
If my understanding is correct, it provided that an en- 
listed man could not re-enlist except he had become a 
non-commissioned officer, or a musician, on his first en- 
listment. To meet this provision, the grade of musician 
was kept open and to it a deserving enlisted man, who 
was not then a N.C.O., was appointed a few days before 
his discharge and from which he was relieved a few days 
after his re-enlistment.” 


Remember Spirit of the Old Army. 


A junior officer writes that too much of the criticism 
of the Army Reorganization act appears to be inspired 
by self-interest. Officers who have recently entered the 
Army should remember, he says, that the Army’s spirit 
is that of self-sacrificing service of country. He adds: 
“Let us forget these petty jealousies, let us repose the 
appropriate confidence in, and properly respect the opin- 
ions of our Congress which are studied expressions of 
the will of our people. Let us get back to and foster the 
spirit of the Old Army. The spirit of patriotic devotion. 
Little spoken of by those who feel it most, and which is 
but latent in most of us except in actual war or graye 
emergency. A spirit which was revealed when a grey 
veteran of many hard battles, who retired as a major 
after more than thirty years’ commissioned service, and 
still had nothing but his pay said: ‘I am now an old 
man and I have nothing, but I cannot consider my life a 
failure. I have spent it in the service of my country. 
True, I have not held a very great or commanding posi- 
tion, and I may not have given much, but I have given 
all that was in me and there is satisfaction in knowing 
This is the spirit that has made the American 


that.’ 
This is the spirit that they hand down to us. 


Army. 


Let us preserve it, It has been my good fortune to know — 


many of the older officers They watched us shoot up 
in rank during the war to grades that they had been 
years attaining. They did net begrudge us an advantage 
that they had not had. They sat upon the boards that 
conducted the recent examinations and recommended ap- 
pointments from civil life clear up to the grade of colo- 
nel. Certainly the junior members of these boards must . 
find themselves ranked: now by new appointees. They 
don’t rush into print to say ‘s’no fair,’ ‘somebody ranks 
me,’ nor do they talk about ‘lost morale’ and about re- 
signing. Let us emulate these older men, and hope that 
when they are gone we may perpetuate their spirit and 
be as worthy examples to the future youngsters as they 
are to us.’ ’ 


One Captain Who is Satisfied with Plan. 


That Army officers in the grade of captain have no 
sound ground for objection to the operation of the pro- 
motion law in the Army Reorganization act is the opin- 
ion of “A Satisfied Captain of the Emergency.” After 
declaring that the law is written in plain English and 
that the captains who have given expression to their 
dissatisfaction over their treatment in our columns have 
no real cause for complaint this officer writes: 

“IT see little cause for worry. If the second lieuten- 
ants that are to be promoted over them [the captains] 
are not qualified to hold their new ranks, it will soon 
become evident and the act of June 4 provides for an 
elimination board known as Class B, which will get 
them out of the way of any deserving officers in the event 
they are misplaced, but on the other hand, if they are 
qualified to hold the advanced rank then they are as 
good as the mistreated captains and should be ahead of 
them by virtue of the fact that they have been in the 
Service longer and didn’t wait for the war to be over 
before they entered. They should be ahead on the list 
because length of service bas been the basic factor in 
rank when two men are considered, other things being 
equal. Some of the articles of the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL of March 12 state that the JouRNAL’s articles 
of March 5 mean that the change would cause promotion 
by selection, is entirely wrong, and that the ARMY AND 
Navy Journat lacks foresight and information on the 
subject. I think the ArMy AND Navy JourNAL is 
exactly right and am unable to agree with the man who 
states that the placing of men on the single list, accord- 
ing to the recommendations of the board ess of 
length of service, is not selection. A few cers writ- 
ing in the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL of March 12 pro- 
pose to represent the feeling of all the junior officers in 
the Service and speak as though they had consulted them, 
I think it is quite the reverse and that they resent 
the ‘howling minority.’ I believe a straw vote will show 
that ninety-five per cent. of the junior officers, outside 
of the captains affected, will vote against a change. I 
have met none that wants a change. They apparently 
have forgotten how the provisional officers were ranked 
from the first training camp of 1917, when they went on 
the list according to the grades made by the examination, 
Lots of those officers are still unable to believe that all 
of the boards estimated the applicants on the same 
grounds, and some thing that their board was too strict 
and thereby caused them to lose many hundreds of files 
because of their opinion on the frre. A while they 
think other boards simply gave applicants the once over 
and marked them up well. I am free to admit that some 
injustice will, of course, be done by the law as written, 
but believe that these few represent a very small per 
centage of those that would occur by a change in the 
law. I am of the opinion that if the law were 
new examinations for appointment would be forced an 
that therefore a big percentage of the present howlers 
would still be howling for a change of the law, as it is 
a chronic disease with some.”

Capt. Sumner E. W. Kittelle, U.S.N., was appointed 
Governor of the Virgin Islands on March 28, re- 
lieving Rear Admiral Joseph W. Oman, U.S.N., from 
that duty on April 20. Captain Kittelle has been on duty 
as a member of the board of inspection and survey, 
Washington, D.C., for nearly two years. 

Admiral H. B. Wilson, U.S.N., commanding the At- 

lantic Fleet, presents a foreword to an article on “Lead- 
ership,” by Comdr. R. C. Parker, U.S.N., which appears 
in the March issue of the U.S. Naval Institue Proceed- 
ings. The Admiral offered a prize for the best essay on 
this subject, open to officers and men of the fleet, ex- 
cluding only the commissioned personnel of his staff. It 
was won by Commander Parker. In his foreword he 
says that the thoughts expressed by Commander Parker 
will unquestionably help in che development of leader- 
ship. 
Pasign Herman Schwartz, Supply Corps, U.S.N., was 
placed on trial before a G.C.M. at the New York Navy 
Yard March 15, 1921, on a charge of embezzlement. The 
amount involved is $10,085.69. Ensign Schwartz is al- 
leged to have taken the money between May 16, 1919, 
and June 30, 1920. The defendant maintains every cent 
was spent for Government purposes. 

Henry Brown, a negro deserter from the Navy, was 
found guilty in the U.S. Court at Baltimore on March 
28 of having murdered Miss Harriett M. Kavanaugh, a 
nurse, in the grounds of the U.S. Naval Academy on the 
night of Jan. 14. Many officers aad enlisted men from 
the Naval Academy attended the trial, some of them 
being witnesses in the case. Under the Federal law the 
verdict calls for the infliction of the death penalty. 

Fuel Ship Pecos Nearly Completed. 

The U.S. fuel ship Pecos now nearing completion at 
the navy yard, Boston, Mass., will be launched April 23 
at 11:30 a.m. The Pecos is especially equipped to sup- 
ply fuel oil to other vessels while underway at sea. Her 
defense battery consists of four 5-inch guns and two 
8-inen anti-aircraft guns, She is 475 feet in length, 56 
feet beam, draws 26 feet 8 inches at mean draft; carries 
2,227,500 gallons of fuel oil and 219,400 gallons of gaso- 
line. The ship is designed also to carry cargoes of paints, 
oils, ete., and 200 tons of general cargo, and 500 tons of 
cargo ammunition. She is desigued to make a speed of 
fourteen knots. 

Launch of the U.S.S. Milwaukee. 

The U.S. seout cruiser Milwaukee. which was launched 
at Tacoma, Wash., March 24, at the plant of the Todd 
Drydock and Construction Corporation, is the second of 
the ten scout cruisers authorized by Congress in 1916 
that has been launched. The first. the Omaha, was 
launched last December. Mrs. Rudolph Pfiel, known 
as the “Mother of the S5th Division.” was selected-by 
the Mayor of Milwaukee as the sponsor for the Mil- 
waukee. This cruiser and her sister ships have a length 
of 555 feet 6 inches over all; breadth at water line, 55 
feet; displacement, 7,500 tons; draft, 14 feet 3% inches; 
battery, twelve 6-inch guns, two 3-inch anti-aircraft 
guns, two ‘-pounder saluting guns, two machine guns, 
two boat guns, two torpedo tubes (twin 21-inch); shaft 
horsepower, estimated 90,000 (turbine reduction gear) ; 


and speed about 33.7 knots. The other eight scout 
cruisers are: No. 6, Cincinnati; No. 7, Raleigh; No. 8, 
Detroit; No. 9 Richmond; No. 10, Concord: No. 11, 


Trenton; No. 12, Marblehead; and No. 13, Memphis. 
Einployment Schedule of Pacific Fleet. 

The revised employment schedule of the U.S. Pacific 
Fleet battleship divisions arranged by Admiral Hugh 
Rodman, commander-in-chief, indicates many busy days 
for the commissioned and enlisted personnel up to Aug. 
31. During March Divisions 6 and 8 overhauled machin- 
ery at San Pedro. the flagship New Mexico had full- 
power trials, and the Mississippi and Idaho proceeded to 
Puget Sound for docking. Leaving Puget Sound on 
March 28, these two battleships had a full-power trial 
en route to San Pedro. Both divisions were scheduled 
for machinery overhaul at San Pedro until April 6.

torious mast system, whereby any man winning com- 
mendation in the line of his profession is called to the 
mast and commended by the commanding officer.

gratifying decrease in flying fatalities in the Army Air 
Service. Fifty-one aviators were killed during the year, 
but this was a reduction of thirty-one per cent. as com- 
pared with 1919. The primary causes of the fifty-one 
casualties are recorded in the office of the Chief of Air 
Service as follows: Faulty pilotage, 20; failure of air- 
plane, 15; unfavorable weather, 4; faulty judgment, 3; 
unknown, 9. Among the contributing causes were fail- 
ure of airplane, bad flying, unfavorable atmosphere, loss 
of control, loss of speed close to the ground, stunting, 
flying low. Sixteen of the crashes were in tail spins, ten 
by falling out of control, eight by side slip, three hit 
obstacles while landing, two were in collision, two hit 
obstacles while flying and one fell in a nose dive. From 
the record showing fifteen fatalities due to failure of 
airplanes, it is expected that with the continued im- 
provement of the heavier-than-air machine this number 
will show a gradual descending line. Faulty pilotage, 
which took a toll of twenty lives, also indicates the neces- 
sity of disciplined instruction which, with increased vigi- 
lance in allowing the use of Army air equipment, should 
result in a decrease of fatalities. 





Tests of Navy Seaplanes. 


In connection with the competition for the design of 
Navy shipboard airplanes for the U.S. Navy and com- 
ing important experiments to be conducted by the Navy 
Department, it is expected that the designs of planes will 
incorporate all the essential features which experience in 
war has shown to be necessary. The aircraft carrier 
Langley, which wili be ia commission about July 1, will 
be used in connection with the experimentation of the 
planes and it is also expected that by the time new air- 
craft carriers are added to the Fiect, Naval Aviation 
will have an amphibious plane which, while in some re- 
spects not as efficient as the speediest types of land 
planes, will be far in advance of shipboard airplanes in 
the naval air forces of other powers, Among the essen- 
tial features te be included in the designs will be the 


best possible safety for pilots and the machine, dura- 
bility and strength, ability to fly from a vessel either Ti- 
rectly or assisted, and land on the deck of a vessel or 
in the water, and low landing speed, In addition to the 
above essentials the plane must be capable of conveying 
and using military weapons for its own protection and 
to assist in offensive or defensive activities in connec 
tion with the Fleet, 


U.S.M.C. Flight to Caribbean Sca and Return. 


A round-trip flight of 5,518 miles to occupy twenty- 
two days, under the auspices of the Marine Corps, com- 
menced on the afternoon of March 29 when Major ‘I. C. 
Turner, chief of Marine Corps aviation, senior officer of 
the flight and pilot, with Lieut. B. G. Bradley, second 
pilot, in a DeH4B machine, and Lieut. L. H. M. San 
derson, with Gun. Sergt. Charles W. Rucker, engineer 
for the flight, took off in a similar machine from the 
naval air station at Washington, D.C. The flight is 
undertaken by the Navy Department primarily to estab 
lish an aerial route from the United States mainland to 
our possessions in the Caribbean Sea, while at the same 
time the mechanical equipment of the airplanes, includ- 
ing navigating instruments and radio communication 
equipment, will be tested. Department officials regard 
this flight as of much importance, for it is expected to 
establish an aerial route which may be utilized by com- 
mercial concerns and also will contribute to the strate- 
gical and tactical use of aircraft in the Caribbean in 
connection with the defense of the Panama Canal. This 
is the first flight over long stretches of open ocean ever 
undertaken with land machine equipment by an air 
service in the United States. The only use of land air- 
planes made heretofore in the Caribbean, aside from 
those by the squadrons of Marine Corps aviation in 
Cuba and Haiti, has been when land planes were used 
in connection with shot spotting in the fleet operations 
off Guantanamo during short and long range target 
practice, these machines, of course, being based either 
on the ships or shore stations. The itinerary is as fol- 
lows, a hop of one day between points being allowed for: 
Washington to Fayetteville, N.C., Parris Island, N.C., 
Daytona, Fla., Miami, Fla., Havana, Camaguey, Guan- 


tanamo, Cuba, Port-au-Prince, Haiti, Santo Domingo 
City, San Domingo, San Juan, P.R.; to St. Thomas, 


Virgin Islands, and return; Santo Domingo City, Port- 
au-Prince (two days for repairs), Guantanamo, Cama- 
guey, Havana, Miami, Daytona, Parris Island, Fayette- 
ville, Washington.

Orricers Brine Suir ror Surprrne Boarp Pay 

Suit has been filed in the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia against the Emergency Fleet Corpora- 
tion for sums aggregating $13,210 by Capt. G. L. Carden, 
U.S. Coast Guard; Comdr. Frank P. Baldwin, U.S.-1., 
retired, and Capt. Paul Foley, U.S.N., the last named 
officer being director of operations, U.S. Shipping Board. 
The suit is for compensation for expert services rendered 
while attached to the board. Captain Carden, who was 
detailed at Buenos Aires for one year without Fleet Cor- 
poration pay, claims $7,016; Captain Foley, formerly in 
charge of the tanker service of the Corporation, claims 
$5,500; and Commander Baldwin, who was formerly 
manager of the division of construction, claims $694. 
The three officers received pay and allowances as officers 


of the Coast Guard and the Navy, respectively, and 
rendered the Fleet Corporation service without extra 
compensation. The Comptroller of the Treasury held 


that they could not receive Service pay and also pay 
from the U.S. Shipping Board. The question before the 
court is whetber or not officers on the active lists of the 
Navy and Coast Guard fall in the same class as officers 
on the retired lists, who drew salaries from the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation, when at the same time the 
Navy and Treasury Departments were paying them. It 
is contended that the Fleet Corporation is not the Gov- 
ernment, but a corporation in the same category as any 





private corporation. These are test cases upon which 
depend a number of similar suits. 
ADMIRAL GLEAVES DEPRECATES NAVAL HOLIDAY. 


Rear Admiral Albert Gleaves, U.S.N., deprecated the 
idea of a “naval holiday” in an interview given to the 
Baltimore correspondent of the New York World on 
March 24. Admiral Gleaves, who was on a visit to Bal- 
timore with Mrs. Gleaves and their daughter, Miss Eve- 
lina Gleaves, said: “With all her liabilities and the 
great disparity in wealth as compared with this coun- 
try Japan is carrying out an ‘eight-eight’ program, call- 
ing for eight battleships, eight battle cruisers, and all 
the submarines and other vessels which go with them, 
by 1928. No one knows how many submarines she is 
building; that fact is kept secret. Considering the dif- 
ference in wealth, her ‘eight-eight’ program is equivalent 
to one of ‘sixty-four-sixty-four’ here. Our elaborate pro- 
gram is not nearly so elaborate as it is supposed to be. 
Going at the present rate, our Navy in 1928 will only 
be roughly equal to the Japanese. Any naval holiday 
must be simultaneous. Some people are urging that we, 
as a Christian nation, set the example. ‘These are 
hustling times, and a country must be on the lookout if it 
wants to save its head. If we take the lead the chances 
are that other nations will not follow. The center of 
things, commercially, has shifted from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. We have great interests there which need 
protection. We must have an adequate Navy. The 
term adequate is hard to define. But, for us, our Navy 
will be adequate when it is better than any other.”

University of Missouri R.O.T.C. 

The University of Missouri Chapter of Scabbard and 
Blade, the national honorary society among R.O.T.C. 
organizations, has three honorary members of national 
fame, writes a correspondent; Generals Pershing and 
Crowder and Dr. Hill. General Pershing is a native 
Missourian, General Crowder was once commandant of 
the cadet corps at Missouri and Dr. Hill is president of 
the university. The local chapter exerts a very favorable 
influence in boosting local morale. The Field Artillery 
unit of the university was highly commended on its re- 
cent march from Columbia to Jefferson City, to fire the 
salute at the inaugural of the incoming governor.
